Over a hundred Indian delegates,; At the conclusion of the evening 
session A, F. Grady, secretary of the 
Board of Trade, was called forward 
and honored by being made honorary 
chief of the Blackfeet. Nation. The 
installation was made by Mountain 
Horse, of the Bloods. The honorary 
chieftain was given the old tribal 
name of Pah-ka-po-to-kan—in Eng- 
lish: Chief Lazy Head. 

By a unanimous vote it was de- 
cided to hold the next annual con- 
vention at Macleod next summer, 
when it is expected every membr of 
the Blackfeet Tribe who can possibly 
come will be in attendance and the 
affair will be in the nature of a cele- 
bration and carnival of all Western 
Indians. This promises to be the 
largest meeting of Indians ever held 
on the Continent. The Macleod 
Board of Trade entertained the dele- 
gates to a banquet in the evening 
which was greatly enjoyed. 

The following head chiefs were in 
attendance, each one accompanied by 
his minor chiefs and other delegates; 
Chief Hamilton of the Peigans, 
(Montana); Chief Joe Calf Child, of 
the Blackfeet, Shot Both Sides, Chief 
of the Bloods; and Minor Chief 
Johnny Crow Eagle of the North 
Peigans.

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THE POULTRY. FLOCK 


A Canadian Egg-laying 


Contest Hen --- Record 


281 Eggs in One Year 


A flock of fowls, where intelligent- 
ly managed, is often a good side line 
on a prairie farm as it means cash 
receipts the year round. Proper 
housing, feeding and general care, 
the weeding out of producers, and 
the selection and use of males from 
families having good egg-laying re- 
cords, are the principles underlying 
success, 

The hen that does not lay sufficient 
eggs to give a profit over the cost of 
feed has no more right to a place on 


the farm than has the “boarder” cow. 
In the fall of the year the spring 
pullets should be carefully selected, 
and only those retained which give 
evidence of egg-producing capabili- 
ties. A hen will lay more eggs dur- 
ing the first laying year than later, 
and for this reason it is on the young 
flock that reliance must be placed for 
egg-production during the coming 


| winter and the ensuing summer, 


At a number of the Dominion Ex- 
perimental Farms careful compari- 
sons have been made between hens 


|and pullets as egg producers, and the 
|evidence is strikingly. in favour of 


the latter. In one instance the hens 
gave a monthly average of 7.41 eggs 
compared with 16.4 per bird for the 
pullets, although both lots were equal 
in breeding and_ received similar 
treatment. 

Along with the unpromising pullets 
it is a good practice to discard most 


of the hens that are entering on their 
second winter, retaining only a few 
of the best layers for breeding 
purposes in the spring. 

The use of the trap nest is a sure 
means of following the laying habits 
of a hen throughout the season, but 
this form of nest requires too much 
attention for the average farm, and 
a readier method is necessary. <A 
good guide will be found in the fact 
thet laying hens give 
evidence of egg production in the 
bleached out appearance of the legs 
and beak, as well as in their general 
alertness and activity. Consequently, 
it is safe to discard all hens that 
have retained the yellow color in the 
legs, feet and beak throughout the 
season. By selecting the flock early 
in the fall there will be no difficulty in 


distinguishing hens from pullets, but | 


in a few months from now they are 
not so easily told apart. 

For winter-egg-production, which 
is the most profitable, early hatched 
pullets and correct methods of feed- 
ing are essential. These methods, 
and the proper type of house to use, 
have been ascertained by careful ex- 
periment, and the facts published in 
bulletin form by the Dominion De- 


partment of Agriculture, Ottawa, to | 
serve as a guide to those who propose | 
to engage in poultry keeping. A re-|
